The Sacred And The Profane 


George Carlin once got a ton of laughs with a routine on 
the "Seven Words You Can't Say On Television." In 1994. 
that proscription is very much in question. and you are 
liable to hear just about anything on television. And that 
goes for the night club stage as well. "How the %@*&! are 
ya" is shouted by many a front man in many a band. 
Intelligent. don't you think? What the %@*&! does it all 
mean? And why the %(@*&! is it so popular and necessary 
to be so %a*&!-ing profane? 

I was talking recently to a good friend of mine who runs 
a recording studio and also still has occasion to perform 
live once in a while, and has spent a good portion of his life 
in the music business. Upon reading one of my earlier 
columns. he offered the observation that if there is one 
thing that sells people on a musical act. it's the element of 
surprise. True enough. Once upon a time. before The Fugs. 
before Zappa. before the MCS. it was indeed surprising to 
hear today's common level of profanity ANYWHERE. let 
alone on stage. (Unless. of course. you:'went to see Lenny 
Bruce. but he spent more time in the slam than on the job.) 
It's no surprise anymore. It's only an evidence of the gross 
disrespect some so-called musicians have for the art. their 
audience and themselves. Period. 

I've heard some people with the power of the 
‘microphone and megawatt P.A. system use that wonderful 
four letter Anglo-Saxon word, you know. %@*&!. as an all 
eight major parts of speech. (You should have heard it used 
as a conjunction!) Now if those of you so-called 
"professional entertainers" who indulge in this kind of 
thing have no self respect. fine. I couldn't give a bat's nose 
about you either. But, pal, when you start heaping that 
abuse on me, after I've spent 10 bucks at the door for two to 
get in the club, and have to spend two days pay on drinks. | 
DON'T NEED YOUR FILTH DUMPED ON ME! GET 
IT?? YOU WILL NOT GET ANY OF MY TIME OR 
MONEY. 

I am absolutely convinced beyond the shadow of any 
doubt that this level of profanity has a great deal to do with 
the size of the user's vocabulary. If one's vocabulary exceeds 
forty words or so, one usually finds less legitimate use for 
the word “%(@*&!. Did you know that Washoe the chimp 
had an English vocabulary just about that size? She did not 
usc the word in question. What do you suppose that says for 
those who regularly feature it in their speech? 

So much for self-respect and audience respect. But what 
of respect for the sacred art? j 

YES. I SAID SACRED. For music IS sacred to those of 
us who truly love it. Music deserves an almost inordinate 
amount of respect. It is capable of expression surpassing 
nearly any other mode of communication. Expression of the 
human spirit. Expressions of feelings for which there are no 


satisfactory words. Music endures. It makes fools of those ~ 
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who think that they've mastered it. It can never be 
mastered: it is itself the master and those of us who've come 
to ply the art are its servants. It will not long suffer 
anyone's baser instincts. It does not deserve to have its truly 
sacred nature dragged through the mud of profanity. 
Anyone who does not understand that doesn't have a club. 
If you wish to drag yourself down, be my guest. and make it 
quick. If you wish to drag your audiences down, get a life. 
But should you wish to drag music down to your level. may 
the fleas of a thousand camels infest your armpits. And 
that's just for starters. 

I do not support government-sponsored censorship. I 
defend the First Amendment. and find that, for the most 
part. the government is about as profane as profane gets. 
You have a right. in my book, to say what you will. 
politically correct or not. But I also have a right not to have 
to hear it. and I will not be abused more than once. I hear 
it, I'm gone. and my money and I will not be back, for all of 
the reasons I've just outlined. There is no valid reason for 
mixing the sacred with the profane.

Just last week I had the chance to. once again, watch the 
documentary. "Another State of Mind." which chronicled 
the 1983 low-budget. do-it-yourself, national "tour" of the 
bands Youth Brigade and Social Distortion. Watching this 
film reminded me a lot about what the South Jersey scene, 
and punk rock itself. is all about, "zines and fake I.D.'s 
(Way-O Way-O) notwithstanding. Now that "punk" has 
spent its time as MTV's lapdog. it can go back to being real 
and honest. until the next time it's needed. "Another State 
of Mind" also put me in the right state of mind for the last 
"Far-Out Tuesday" at Omar's. 
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Although I'd seen both of these bands around. playing at 
house parties, this was the first chance I had to see them in 
a club setting, which can have its advantages. Most recently 
formed, from out of the ashes of the disbanded Dissonance. 
the Crepids opened the show with a very loud and high 
energy set which was quite tight considering the length of 
time they've been together. Kieth, Jason.and Glenn manage 
a distinct sound and presence that is part punk. part thrash 
and all '90s without copping any fake-assed "grunginess." 


Their set even included an acoustic "love song”sung by } 


Kieth as he.had creamed corn poured over his head. This 
was a welcome change of pace as the set wore on. though. 
Well, at least they weren't trying to ape the Chilli Peppers’ 
stage antics. Under the watchful eye of the ever present 
Andy Gibb poster. much mayhem ensued in the slam pit 
which was mostly made up of the next band -- Bubble Eyed 
Dog Boys. Gladly, Omar's bouncer, Joe Higbee. kept a 
hands-off approach to controlling the pit. I could only wish 
most bouncers were as cool: where was he back in the day? 

The two bands switched places for the BEDB set which 
featured many new tunes from their newest release on the 
D.LY. local label, Way-O records. entitled: "Mayonnaise 
Jar." Drummer Jac Mac. reportedly still "devastated" from 
eing canned by Zeke's Choice. provided the vocals for the 
opener "Kiss Rip-Off" as the newest member of the band. 
guitarist Joe What's-his-head, (looking too much like Milo 
Aukerman) joined bassist Rodney Inbred. guitarist John 
Duhhh, and vocalist Kevin Lumpyhead for a kicking and 
varied set. BEDB wove their way through each era of punk 
fromthe very 90's sounding "Barfly." late 80's crossover 
style "Mayonaise Jar," and the thrashy "Facade" to earlier 
sounding tunes like the Dead Kennedyesque "Snausages," 
and the Oi parody "Punk Rock Cheeze." Schlitz beer poster 
man Paul Hogan beamed over the pit as they played 
"Classy," their ode to cheap beer. They were even joined 
bylocal vocalist-at-large Adaria Armstrong for their cover 
of "Mongoloid." The set ended with Rodney, who was 
suffering from the flu. singing a song that proyes that hicks 





Bubble Eyed Dog Boys 
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are everywhere, "Somers Point Clammer." while backed by 
both the Dog Boys and the Crepids on percussion and 
backing vocals. 

I'd have to say Wattie's infamous words still hold true 
today. as they ever will: "Punk's Not Dead." As long as 
there are locals making music and others there to enjoy it. 
it'll never die. At least when the eighties revival happens. 
and it will. some of us will be able to say. "Where've you all 
been?".

B.C.'s, Smithville

For some. Mémorial Day weekend is a time to either hit 
the beach, hit the trails or the family barbecue. For others, 
it was a Saturday night at BC's in historic Smithville to 
witness the return of Silent Warrior, who were opening for 
White Trash. 

This was Silent Warrior's first show since December 
when vocalist Mike Partlow was diagnosed with an A.V.M. 
and had to step down. Thanks to modern medicine, Partlow 
is back with the band and appears to be stronger than ever. 

The show started a little later due to a lack of an 
audience at first. The three-day weekend obviously halted 
what should have been a much larger turnout. Nonetheless, 
for the crowd that was there, they witnessed a very strong 
showing for a band that hasn't performed live for over four 
months. 

Opening with "Silent Calling," from the cassette "3 for 
the Killing." Partlow showed no signs of holding back and 
-1N my opinion, is one of the strongest singers in the area. 

Warrior continued on the warpath with strong dual 
guitar work from Bill Luderitz and Ron Lawniczak on 
"AOK" and a new song, "Standing In the Shadows." while 
bassist Jim Masi and drummer Robbie “Vogel kept 
everything tight. 

The crowd was very receptive of the Warrior's return. 
From the slower "Calling Your Name" to the thrashier 
"Never Fade Away." the crowd would have been very 
satisfied with an entire evening of Silent Warrior. However. 
the band finished their set with their heaviest number of the 

evening. "Beyond the Mind's Eye." 

It is great to see Silent Warrior back and that there are 
still some bands (and fans. for that matter) that refuse to let 
metal die. 
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Next came Queens. New York's own White Trash. 
Unfortunately, most of the crowd had already departed. but 
that didn't stop them. 

This heavy funkin' kinda grunge foursome cranked out 
thirteen songs without many breaks in between (except for 
an occasional Bud or two from the looks of bassist Eric 
Brodin's amp). 

From the loud n' funky "Apple Pie." "Minor Happiness" 
and even the "Ren and Stimpy Theme Song." their constant 
tempo changes made you want to dance one minute and 
slam the next. White Trash is somewhere between the Red 
Hot Chili Peppers and Nirvana without ever going away 
from center. 

Vocalist Dave Alvin had plenty of energy and gave the 
audience a definite screamfest while the musicianship of 
Brodin, guitarist Craig Le Bang and drummer Dave 
Barekow was very upbeat and exciting. 

If White Trash comes back to this area anytime soon, it 
is worth checking them out to feel the raw. funky energy 
they generate.

Sure, I bought the new Pink Floyd. I had to. 
I make no bones about being a hard-core 
Floydian. Hell, I'll even admit that I liked 
"Momentary Lapse of Reason," as disappointing 
as it was, simply because it was a grandiose 
Dave Gilmour solo album flying the Pink Floyd 

- banner, and you'd be hard pressed to find a more 
expressive guitarist anywhere. Still, it wasn't 
Pink enough, was it? Well, one thing that "The 
Division Bell" is, is a Pink Floyd album; it drips 
with classic Floyd cliches. But, they're cliches 
that they invented and Pink Floyd have never 
hesitated to recycle their best'stuff, remember the 
"Goodbye Cruel World"/"Careful With That 
Axe Eugene" connection? 

Back in the fold is keyboardist Richard 
Wright, who has assumed a good deal of the 
writing chores for this new one. Gilmour 
describes Wright's playing and self-confidence as 
having been "Rehabilitated,"” and the interplay 
between he and Gilmour is once again 
established right from the opener, the Echoes-ish 
instrumental "Cluster One," proving to anyone 
who still thinks that Roger "I have no interest in 
playing the bass whatsoever" Waters was the 
musical heart of the Pink dead wrong. Another 
big plus is the fact that most of the cuts feature 
Gilmour’ Wright/Mason esclusively with only a 
lfttle help from select friends, the Pink Floyd 
"orchestra" is no more. 


While the single "Keep Talking" is, of 


course, the most cliche dappled of the tracks, 
there are styles and sounds recalled from each 
era, especially on "Poles Apart" which makes 
quite a comment on their "Ummagumma"/" Atom 
Heart Mother" ethos. "Wearing the Inside Out" is 
classic Wright; you can take that for what you 
will. And what's up with "Take It Back"; is this 
Pink Floyd or U-2? Lyrically each song seems to

In the music world, fusion is an 
exceedingly misused term.

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TECH TALK

| was once again struggling to come up with a fun yet 
technically informative subject for this months column. | 
was stumped. Just kidding! Lets talk about recording 
studios and the infamous demo.Everybody wants to get 
their material on tape. As you should.However there are 
several criteria to carefully consider prior to investing your 
hard earned money or your time (and the studios for that 
matter). Lets just examine a few. PREPARATION, | cannot 
stress this enough. Your band must be well rehearsed, 
especially your rhythm section. They have got to be tight. 
You shouldn't waste your time figuring out time signatures 
bass licks or drum fills, have that well thought out in 
advance. Your lyrics should be well prepared and the 
harmonies well developed. The second criteria is TIME 
MANAGEMENT, without being anymore specific, practice, 
practice, practice until in your mind the songs are for all 
intents and purposes, perfect (they won't be but thats a 
good mindframe to start from). 

You will see that upon entering the studio you 
engineer/producer will find little quirks and bugs in the 
material and suggest solutions. Listen with an open mind. 
You very well may find yourself making minor, perhaps 
major adjustments in the songs which will ultimately shape 
and give the tunes their final personalities PACING in 
another important consideration. The faster you track the 
instruments to tape the more time you can spend polishing 
the mixdowns. This_is especially important on a limited 
budget. aS 

Selecting the studio is another important facet of the 
demo production process. Take your time. Make lots of 
phone calls. Everyone (in this area at least) will ballpark a 
thirty to forty-five dollar an hour rate. So take it to the next 
step, set up an appointment with the friendliest most 
accommodating sounding engineer/owner. Go to the 
studio. Are you comfortable in the room? Does the gear 
look like its well taken care of ? Ask to hear some 
completed projects through the studio monitors. How does 
it sound ? The drums ? Guitar ? Vocals ? If you like what 
you hear, play some raw cuts of your songs to him/her (you 
should have at least a boom box version handy). Whats 
the reaction ? If the engineer likes your material and you 
are satisfied there is a mutual trust and comfort level being 
established then, you have found your studio. Some quick 
advise on what to look for in the studios gear; If you can 
help it, go with at least one inch tape at 15.5 IPS. The 
wider and faster the tape rolls over the heads, the better the 
sonic quality. Look for a decent microphone selection and 
quality outboard gear. 

Plan to spend an average of eight to ten hours per song at 
an average price of $ 275 - $350 per tune in a sixteen track 
room. Choose carefully and prepare extensively. Your 
demo should reflect everything your about. The style, the 
image and groove of your band. Happy Recording !

MeatLoaf 


byJOHN HOWARD 


The lights went out.The crowd at the infamous Philadelphia 
Spectrum roared With much awaited anticipation for tonights star. 
Meatloat ran onto the stage along with tons of 1970's style dry ice 
pouring over the stage. With no immediate onstage lighting, a 
giant upstage white curtain which was fastened to the floor along 
with several 27" fans, helped create a great effect as the curtain 
rippled with a blood red lighting wash. The nearly sold out 
Spectrum roared as Meat's band blasted into “Out of the frying 
pan and into the fire", in mostly silhouette lighting (One of Jim 
Steinman's many songs with a paragraph for’a title. So much for 
simplicity anyway). The crowd on this overcast May 26 was 
perhaps one of the more diverse I haveseen at a show in many 
years. To my immediate left was a very conservative older couple 
in their fifties. I assume they were hoping to hear Meatloat's 
sweet ballad "I would do anything for love (but I won't do That)" 
at a nice comfortable decibel level. You know, kind of like if they 
were to hear it on the' radio at work. Behind me young teen-age 
girls sneaking their first cigarette's with their "Don't worry, I told 
my father we were going to see Aladdin" boytriends. More power 
to them, all dressed up and no place to go. Of course the majority 
‘ of us were there because we remembered the fabled high school 
tune "Paradise by the dashboard light" and were “genuinely 
interested in where Mr. Loaf has been for the last fifteen years. 

Concert sound was provided by Scorpio Sound from 
Bridgewater, Massachusetts. They utilized Turbosounds new 
Flashlight system. The front of house consoles were a couple of 
Yamaha P-4000's, Lexicon and Yamaha reverbs, DBX 
compression with Seinhieser, AKG and Shure Brothers 
microphones. Scorpio is not a huge company and unfortunately it 
showed in the Spectrum. They needed at least another 10-15 
cabinets a side and, at least the same on deck for sub power. 
Come on, Scorpio, you're in the Spectrum now. Anyway, 
Meatloaf’s material is so layered with effects and studio 
processing that 1 thought for sure they wouldn't be able to 
reproduce it musically in a live environment. I have to say I was 
pleasantly suprised. His band's arrangements were very tasteful 
and sonically they sounded huge (save not enough P.A.) I didn't 
catch the lighting companies name but they also brought out a 
modest rig, however it was done with a lot of taste and the 
lighting designers concept of all non-primary colors really gave 
the show a moody Meatloat kind of look. 

Several tunes trom Bat out of Hell II, his current MCA release 
made an appearance. "Objects in the rear view mirror may appear 
closer than they are", "Two out of three ain't bad", "Rock n' Roll 
dreams come true", "Life is a lemon and I want my money back", 
(sorry Meat, no refunds) and of course his mega hit "I would do 
anything for love (But I won't do that)" all were well received to a 
groupie crazed audience. The only exception of course was older 
couple sitting next to me saying "Jesus dear, this is much too 
loud'", “What did you say honey!!?2".. Never mind. I wish I could 
say the show was well paced. Meatloaf and band seemed to exit 
stage lefl. practically after each tune. This actually got to be quite 
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annoying after a while. The dark stage and no music left the 
audience sort of confused, many thought each time he re-entered 
it was for his final encore. Well, 1 suppose one reason for the 
intermissions could be that Meatloaf only has a catalog of twenty 
or so tunes to choose a set list from. Perhaps one of his most 
memorable moments came during one of his intermissions, it 
contained a rather moving and humorous story. For those of you 
who might not know, Meatloaf has been rather down on his luck 
prior to the release of Bat I. His weight problems, losing his 
record deal and a few legal squabbles with writer Jim Steinman 
have left him kind of out of the picture for the last decade. As a 
matter of fact I would venture to guess that Bat II saved Meat's 
professional and financial hide. Anyway he expressed to a very 
attentive Spectrum audience "You know its a privilege to play in 
front of all of you, some people up here just plain forget that". He. 
continued, "Anyway about five years ago I was playing a little 
place here in Philly called the Trocadero and well now I'm playing 
the f**king Spectrum!" The crowd, of course, roared. 

Overall Meatloaf played a great show. Aside trom some 
obvious pacing problems and not nearly enough P.A. It was a 
strong show. He ended with some tunes from his first album, 
"Paradise by the Dashboard Light", "Bat out of Hell", "You took 
the words right outa my mouth" and finished with a medley 
including "Everything louder than everything else”. Meatloat 
reluctantly bowed out on his finally and left the Spectrum stage 
saying a fond "Thank you and goodnight" to Philadelphia. And 
older couple left their seats saying "Gee honey it wasn't anything 
like we expected", "Yeah and it was much to loud, dear!". I 
couldn't help saying "Hey, lady, this is rock n' roll!"
